Claims 22-27 stand rejsciea under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
lis. Patent No. 6J45,096 i}hndd) in view of U.S. Patent No. 4332,122 (Wiliimis). 1 nc 
Office Action slates that ''method limitations are not germane to the paleutabiiity of a 
product in a product claim". Appellants recognize the U.S. Patent Office holds that if the 
ciaimed composition reads on a prior art composition, then it will properly draw a 
rciection of unpatentability, even if produced by a diiSerent process. However, 
Applicants respectfuliy mhimi that the blow molding recitation in the pending claims is 
not nserely a method limitation. As known to one skilled in the an, the method of 
tbnning polymer articles directly determines both the type of article formed and the 
properties thereof Accordingly, articles formed from processes other than blow molding 
would necessarily be ditterent and have diflferent properties from those ciaimed. 

However, Applicants further assert that Honda teaches forming a film from a 
blend of three polymers. From 15-4-5 wt.% of the blend is a low density polyetiiylene 
(I.e., a density of less than 0.91 g/cm^). Accordingly, Applicants respectfolly stibmittliat 
Honda does .m>t teach, show or suggest the featnres Df tiie amended claims. Specifically, 
Honda does not teach, show or suggest a parison formed feom a single polymer 
consisting esseniiaOy of the claimed polymer. WiUiams does not supply such missing 
limitation. Accordingly, Applicants respeetftaily request withdrawal of the rejection. 
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In co^cittsiors, Applicants submit that the references cited in the Office Action, 
neither alone nor in. combination, teach, shovv, or suggest the claimed fixtures. I lavmg 
addfesssd .all issues set out in. the Office Aotion, Applicants respecl&ily submit thai the 
clai.ms are in condition for aliovs^ance and i-espcctfully reqiie,st the ,same. 
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
